Sinclair  street  and  Third  street, also  to  vacate  Sinclair  street

the  east  line  of  Sweetsers  addition  to  Oakland  street. 

All  as  shown,  hy  a plan  of  such  proposed  vacation 
now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said 
city. 

The  propertj^  which  ma.y  be  injuriously'’  or  beneficially 
affected  bjT-  the  vacation  of  afo redescribed  alley^s  and  stree  is  described 
as  all  lots  in  Sweetsers  sub-division  in  the  city  of  Port  W^i^ne , Indiana, 
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To  the  Honorable, 

The  Board  of  Public  Iforks  of  the  City  of  Port  ?/ayne: 

The  undersigned,  being  the  owner  in  fee  simple 
of  lots  one  (1)  to  fifty-two  (52)  inclusive,  in  Sweetzer’s 
Subdivision,  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County, 
Indiana,  except  that  part  of  said  lots  appropriated  for 
the  laying  out  of  Oakland  Street  and  Sherman  Street,  said 
land  being  bounded  on  the  north  by  Third  Street;  on  the 
east  by  the  east  line  of  Ewing’s  Out  lot  number  fifteen 
(15);  on  the  south  by  High  Street  and  on  the  west  by 
Oakland  Street,  respectfully  shows  that  said  Sweet ser’s 
Subdivision  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  f^jiblic  forks  of 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  in  1901,  but  that  Sinclair  Avenue 
as  laid  out  and  platted  in  said  Sweet ser's  Subdivision, 
has  not  been  improved  nor  used  as  a highway  and  no  person 
owns  any  land  bordering  on  said  Sinclair  Avenue,  from 
Oakland  Street  on  the  v/est  to  the  east  line  of  lot  fif- 
teen (15)  of  Ewing's  Out  lots  on  the  east,  except  your 
petitioner;  that  Mary  C.  Ewing  and  Fannie  C.  Bweetser, 
who  owned  said  real  estate  first  herein  described,  have 
conveyed  the  same  to  your  petitioner;  that  no  other  per- 
son owns  any  part  of  said  Sweetaer’s  Subdivision  byt  your 
petitioner;  that  since  said  Sweetzer's  Subdivision  was 
laid  out,  Oakland  and  Sherman  Streets  through  the  same 
have  beei  opened  and  partially  improved,  thereby  actually 
vacating  a ps^rt  of  said  plat,  and  rendering  said  platting 
unavailable  and  undesirable  for  the  public,  as  well  as 
your  petitioner;  that  it  has  become  necessary  to  re-plat 

said  land  and  that,  to  do  so,  the  vacating  of  Sinclair

Avenue  from  Oakland  Street  to  the  east  line  of  lot  fifteen 
(16)  of  Ewing's  Out  lots  has  "become  desirable  and  will  be 
of  utility  both  to  your  petitioner  and  to  the  public. 

Wherefore  your  petitioner  prays  that  said  Sinclair 
Avenue,  by  a resolution  of  your  Honorable  Board,  from 
Oakland  Street  to  the  east  line  of  lot  fifteen  (15)  of 
Swing's  Out  lots  be  vacated,  and  that  such  steps  and  pro- 
ceedings be  talven  as  will  render  the  same  valid  and 
effectual  in  law.
